them with the self-esteem and confidence, 
hopefully serving as a catalyst to change 
their lives for the better. 

Chez Doris is a drop-in centre for poor and 
homeless women in the Montreal commu- 
nity. Over 1(X)0 women a month use their 
services. In return fordoing volunteer work 
(which helps build pride), the women who 
use Chez Doris are provided with two free 
meals a day, as well as a diverse set of 
scheduled activities, and the companion- 
ship of those who understand their prob- 
lems, as well as those who have the same 
problems. 

The women who use the services of Chez 
Doris are treated with the respect and trust 
which has often been lacking in their lives. 
They are given responsibilities around the 
house in the hope that it will encourage 
them to take more responsibility for their 
own lives. The 13 member staff of Chez 
Doris (5 full-time, 8 part-time), as well as 
the 90 volunteers, support the women both 
inside and outside the confines of Chez 
Doris, acting as advocates on their behalf in 
dealing with agencies and institutions such 
as welfare and medical care. They also help 
in landlord-tenant problems as well as ac- 
companying women who have to appear in 
court.

The staff at Chez Doris does its utmost ti 
encourage the independence and security 
necessary to break the cycle of homelessnes; 
and abuse suffered by the women who us< 
the centre. They help in the search for wotI 
and shelter, budget planning, and other items 
required to re-establish a place in society foi 
those who seek their help. 

They are open seven days a week, and are 
hoping to extend their hours of operation 
in the near future, but only if the staff is 
capable of providing the level of support 
felt necessary to help those in distress. 
Those who operate Chez Doris are 
devoted to their work and hopeful for its 
success, despite the ever-increasing 
number of women who use their services. 
In Aug, 1987, 844 women visited Chez 
Doris, while in the same time period of 
August, 1988, 1490 women requested the 
services offered by the staff at Chez Doris. 

All those working on Skit Nite realize that 
their devotion (crazed zeal) toward fundrais- 
ing is well-merited. Of course, our fundrais- 
ing does not end with our soliciting law 
firms. All of the solicited funds go directly to 
the charities involved. However, don’t for- 
get that all the proceeds from students activi- 
ties, (tickets, T-shirts, beer, soft drinks, cof- 
feehouses) concerning Skit Nite not only pay 
for the production costs, but all excess funds 
will be donated directly to both Chez Doris 
and The Old Brewery Mission.
